LONDON, Aug. 23—The London Times says this morning it 
understands that Great Britain has agreed to recognize the independ- 
ence of*-Egypt. The decision, according to the London Times, re- 
sulted from recent conversations here between the Visconnt Milner 
mission, which recently visited Egypt and an Egyptian delegation 
headed by Said Zagloul Pasha, former minister of justice. 

Among the fundamental points of the agreement are: 

Egypt will reeognize Great Britain’s privileged position in the 
valley of the Nile and agrees in case of war to afford every facility 
for access to Egyptian territory. 

England will maintain a garrison in Egypt; in the canal zone, 
Egypt regains control of. foreign relations, subject to her not mak- 
ing treaties contrary to their policy and will have the right to main- 
tain independence abroad. Capitulations will be abolished.

EARLY DECISION 


Indications Are That Finding of 
Board Will Not Be Long 
Delayed 


OTTAWA, Ont.,, Aug., 22.—(Can- 
adian Press)—Argument in the ap- 
plication of the Canadian railways 
for increased freight and passenger 
‘rates wag completed Saturday, and 
| the case is now before the board of 
railway commissioners for judgment. 
Indications are that the decision will 
|e long be delayed. When ‘the 


hearing closed Chief Commissioner | 


Carvel! thanked the assembled coun- 
sel for the courteous and business- 
like way in twhich the case had been 
presented, and said tha't the board had 
been placed ina position which would 
enable it to render a fair and impar- 
tial Judgment. 

The chief commissioner expressed 
the opinion that the presentation of 
the case had vindicated the decision 
of 'the board not to hold sittings out- 
side the capital. He was confident 
that if the board had held eastern 
vr western sittings, it would have ob- 
tained merely a repetition of tha 
‘evidence and arguments which had 
been adduced in Ottawa. He thought 
that Mesers. Symington and Coyne, 
representing western interests, had 
done al] that was humanly possible for 
that section of the country. 

Three Final Addresses 

The three final addresses of the 
sitting were given by J. B. Coyne, re- 
presenting western. boards of . trade, 
¥, H, Phippen, K4., appearing for the 
Canadian Railway association, and 
W. N. Tilley, K.C., counsel for the 
Canadia Pacific tailway. 

Mr. Coyne, ofthat the rales argu- 


ments, declare@. that the railways had 
not treated tH® public fairly in con- 
nectton-with the making ofthis appli 
catlbn; t! they had not treated the 
board fairly, ang had come before that 
body under circumstances not fair to 
the public, The Canadian Pacific 
»tailway, he eaid, had asked for in- 
creases in rates when the ‘company 
had not really euffered a deficit, It 
‘was quite true that there might e 
some truth in the contentions put 
forward, tut the Canadian Pacific 
\raihway should wait. If the opera- 
|tions of the company in 1920 shouid 
produce a deficit, then it could come 
before the board, but not mow. Fin- 
ally, he urged thet there should be a 
considerable increase in eastern rates 
before western rates are touched, 

Judge F. 'H. Phippen, K.C., speaking 
for all the railways, asserted that the 
applivants =had proven their case.” He 
emphasized the point advanced by 
Mr. Moule, that’ the rates, even with 
the inereases in effect, would be only 
from fifty to sixty per cent of those 
prevailing in 1914 when consideration 
is given to the present value of the 
commodities carried, 

What Board Should Do 

W. N. Tilley, K.C., counsel f@r the 
Canadian Pacific railway declared 
that what the board of railway com- 
missioners should do was to determ- 
ne a fair and reasonable rate for the 
services perfonmed (by the railways. 
The board could not ‘base the fixing 
of rates on high cost of living, The 
company had to aoide by the rates 
which the commission fixed, If it 
was able to make money operating 
On these rates, surely it was entitled 
to take the sunpluses which it made. 
If it lost money, 4t must, of necessity, 
face the deficits. Mr, Tiley said 
that the surplusées of the Canadian 
Pacigéc railway were not avilable for 
{the punpose of meeting def.cits due 
‘to dneufficient rates, A large pro- 
portion of them had been taken out 
of sunplus account and iput into actual 
investment, He angued that it 
would ibe contrary to law for the rail- 
way commission, instead of granting 
fair rates, to determine that the Can- 
wadian Pacific railway must use up 
its reserves. The poiicy of the Can- 
adian Pacific railway in the past had 
been commended iby counsel as a 
sound one, Why then did tbey ask 
that the Canadian Wacstlic raiiway 
change its paicy now. This was neo 
time for such a change.

Aipplause fol- 
lowed the mention of Swanzey’s name 
and it ‘was deemed advisable to trans- 
fer him to Lisburn, an overwhelmingly 
Union'st centre.

The bush fires along the main west line 
of the C.N.R. are a wonderful and terrible 
sight is tht way W. &, Shepherd, of 95th | 
st. on the senth sida, describes the scene 
which is being daily ¢nacted in the moua- | 
tain country. 

Mr. Shepherd has fust returned to Kd- | 
monton from Kamlo®ps, but was forced | 
to make the trip heme via the C.P.R.,| 
owing to the fact that the C.N.R. line was 
not im operation at tke tiine he left Kam- 
loops. 

At one place the two lines run side by 
side, the CN. being on a higher level on 
the mountains, and the passengers on the 
C.P.R. could view the damage done to the 
CN.R, lines, the rails of which were 
twisted into many fantastic shapes. | 

The fires in the Blue River district were 
especially bad, Mr. Shepherd states. The 
coaches were uncomfortably warm owing 
to the fires, while outside the carriages all 
was smoke, flames and desolation, with 
dead animals lying by the track, bridges 
burning, and cl! the homesteaders crowd- 
ing the villages in order to get away from 
the encircling fiames. 

The fires were burning right wp to the} 
timber clud slopes of the mountains, the | 
trees resembling a thousand torches flam- 
ing to the sky, while of Mount Robson no- 
thing could be seen except the extreme 
peak, the rest of the mountain being hid- 
den by a curtain of smoke. 

White at Kamloops a number of patients 
who were caught in the fire were brought 
in, and these men stated that the flames | 
travelled at the rate of fifty miles per) 
hour, and that all who could do so got 
down to the rivers and with cloths over 
their mouths ond nostrils stood in the 
water, continually dipping thelr bodies to 
keep their clothes from catching fire. 

Some of these people even did not escape, 
as the flames appeared to carry right 
across the Fraser, and the hospitals in the 
neighborhood were crowded with patients, 
many of whom were badly burned, while

When the dictation has been completed 
the individual copies are collected and pas- 
sed in for inspectioe. Any student nnable 
to pass these tests is not wilowed to par- 
ticipate in the reading test. This is re- 
presented by some sixty measures in sev- 
eral movements, written In aeren clefs, 
which must be read at sight with the ex- 
pression required by the character of the 
music, 

Students In the harmony competition are 
locked up individually some Sunday in one 
of the class rooms, about 6 o'clock in the 
morning.

THEODORE THOMAS’ 
CONCERT GARDENS 


Two iron gates, rusted and padlocked 
these many years ,still hang on the ex- 


terior of an old building in upper Seventh | 
avenue, New York City, where they were! 


placed more than half a century ago. 
Attached to the gates are symbols repre- 
senting music, to which art the original 
buliding was dedicated by Theodore 
‘Thomas and his erchestra in 1868 under 
the name of the Central Park Garden, 

At various times there bad been numer- 
ous resorts for al fresco entertainments 
in the city, but it was not until the ea- 
tablishment of Terrace Garden, 1n 1866, 
that outdoor places of this order were 
looked upon with favor. As Terrace Gard- 
en was an East Side institutloi ihe resi- 
dents of the West Slde wondered why 
they might not haveia similar resort to 
60 of a Sunday and more particularly 
“uring the summer montha, 

Theodore Thomas, then the most popular 
Ymnsician in sAmerica, had for one or two 
seasons been conducting a series of aum- 
mer concerts at Terrace Garden, and it 
was due to their popularity that the de- 
mand for a resort of like nature on the 
west side of the town finally resulted 
an the erection of the Central Park Gar- 
en. 


It had long ‘been Mr .Thomas’ ambition | 


to have a permanent home for hig orches- 
tra, good in summer as well as winter. 

This result he feit could best be brought 
about through concerts gimilar to those he 
was presenting at Terrace Garden, only

Keeping ‘Desert 
Tribes Friendly 


By her successful protection of the cara- 
van routes France has earned the gratitude 
o* the people of the regions that border on 
the great Sahara. Many of these great 
trade caravans are literaiiy moving cities. 
They sometimes consist of 12,000 cameis, 
to say nothing of horses, donkeys, sheep 
and goats. 

As showing the constant effort that the 
French officials make to establish friendly 
relations with the natives it may be men- 
tioned that several times each year the 
commandants of the Frevch posts along 
the edge of the Sahara organise fantasias 
in honor of the Arab sheiks of the region. 
Th sheiks come in to attend tiem, fol- 
lowed by great retinues of turbaned and 
splendidly mounted retainers, and with the 
same enthusiasm with which an American 
countryside turns out ta see the circus, 

Races with valuable money prises ate ar- 
ranged for the visitors’ horses, and before 
the shelks teaye they are presented with 
ornate saddles, gold-mounted rifles and 
scametimes with crosses of the Legien of 


| Honor, 


In ceturn for this hospitality they wil- 
ingly agree to capture and surrender cer- 
tain fugitives from justice, to warn the 
more lnwiess of their tribesmen that the 
plundering of caravans must cease, to fur- 
nish quotas of recruits for the na cay- 
alry and to gend in for sale to the cunt 
department a large number of desert bred 
horses. Most important of all, they go 
back to their tented homes in the desert 
immensely impressed with the power and 
the generosity of France, 

Not cantent with these manifestations of 
friendship, the French government makes 
it a point to invite the mative rulers of 
the lands under its control to visit France 
occasionally, as the guests of the nation. 
Escorted by French officers who can talk 
to them in their own tongue, these Colonial 
visitors in their outlandish costumes ex- 
perience the delights of Paris, are dined by 
the President of the Republic at the Blysee 
Palace, receive the freedom of the city at 
the Hotel de Ville, and finally returir to 
their own lands friends and allies of 
France for the rest of their lives. 

By a network of small oasis garrisons 
and desert patrols, recruited from the des- 
ert tribes and mounted on the tall, swift 
trotting camels known as mehari, France 
has madé the Sahara trade routes, if not 
fis safe as Fifth avenue or Piccadilly, cer- 
tainly very much safer for the lone trav- 
eller than certain streets of Chicago and 
Paris. 

It has long been the fashion to hald up 
the Northwest Mounted Police as the model 
for all constabulary forces, just as tt hae 
been the fashiow to extol the English as 
the mode] cilonizers, but when you con- 
sider the smaliness of their numbers, the 
vastness of “the region which they control 
and the character of the climate and tle 
inhabitants, it is contended that the blue 
ribbon im this regard should go to the 
lean, brown faced, bard riding camel men 
who have carried law and order into the 
furthermost corners of the great Sahara.

Alonzw Taylor in Saturday

The governments of most of the 
countries of Europe are more er less 


anti-agranian and the dituation has in 
some »lnces developed into a veritable 
impasse. Because the agrarians of 
Kurope have always poetersed a class 
conacivusness they have ubways form- 
ed a political black. For a hundred 
years agrarian parties have been more 
or Jess influential ‘n European polt- 
tics ard mot infrequently they have 
held the foalance of power. 

In our country success has mever 
been atta/ned despite imaumerable at- 
tempts to organize the farmers into 
a political party. The last attempt, the 
Non-Partisan League of North-West- 
ern States, has apparently passed the 
crest and promises ere long to face 
dissolution. The failure will not mean 
that the.movement did not rest upon 
a bas's of real grievatice or that al. 
leviation lay outside of political pro- 
gram. The failure is due to lack 0 
class comscioueness. The apparent 
community of interests of producer 
and consumer versus the distributer 
has frequently led to attempts at 
combinations of agrarian associations 
Such combinations 
have always failed abroad and it 
seems certain that the rapprochement 
now ‘being attempted between union 
labor and the farmer organizations in 
this country will fail of realization. If 
such a coalition :vannot succeed in 
Europe, where peasant and industri- 
alist have class consciousness, it can- 
not hope to succeed in this country, | 
avhere class consciousness has beeen 
attained in no group.
